A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms Rumore provided a proposed amendment to the claims 
(attached) for discussion. The same amended language was added to 5 independent claims but the discussion 
addressed claim 1 . Examiner Grosso advised that amended claim 1 still did not overcome the prior cited art of Ransom 
in view of Eliassen. Ms. Rumore inquired if other features in the dependent claims could be incorporated into claim 13 
in conjunction with the new language to render the claim allowable. It was noted that since the dependent claims have 
been previously rejected, those rejections would still apply in this instance. Ms. Rumore suggested that other features 
of the invention addressed in the specification but not included in the claims might overcome the cited prior art. 
Examiner Grosso noted that this application was under final rejection and any proposed amendment adding limitations 
not previously claimed or raising issues requiring further search or consderation would not be entered. It was 
suggested that the claims as currently presented are overly broad and consideration should be given to describing the 
invention in more detail in the claims. Ms. Rumore advised that she will discuss the options with her client and consider 
filing an RCE to progress the application . 
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
